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Street Car Strike in Memphis, 

‘Memruis, Tenn., August 18.—The drivers 
on the several lines of the Memphis street 
railway company struck this morning, and 
trave! has been greatly interrupted. The 
cause of dissatisfaction was the issuing of an 
order by the company reducing the pay of all 
the drivers who have not been in the employ 
of the company for six months, from 12'<¢ 
cente per hour to 10 cents. The strike was 
general, and commenced atsixo’clock. The 
company managed to send outa few cars on 
each line. but by seven o’clock the strikers be- 
gan to interrupt travel by throwing the cars 
from the track. The police were called on, 
but the meagre force was unable to give the 
necesrary protection, and stranded cars were 
to be seen in all directions. Three or four ar- 
resets were made, and each car running is 
guarded by police officers. 

Atthis hour, 1:30 p. m., the cars are run- 
ping with ‘some regularity, being manned by 
new drivers, who are protected by the police. 
The striking drivers held a meeting, and a 
committee of five men appointed to confer 
with the street railway company with a view 
of compromising methods and restoring wages 
to the old rates. 

The committee of conference of the street 
car drivers to confer with the officials of the 
company reported tonight that the officers of 
the company refused to treat with them. 
The cars wererun during the afternoon by 
new hands, but tonight were all withdrawn. 
Everything is quiet. 


Ont On a Strike, 

Derroit, August 18.—Two weeks ago, the 
Michigan bolt and nut works jannounced a 
ten per cent reduction in wages, to take effect 
August 15.

Two Men and a Girl Bun Over While Ke- 
turning from a Picaic

James Carney, 
Mary and Bridget Granger, and John 
Norton were returning home from 
a fireman’s picnic, and had = just 
pees on to the bridge as the engineer of the 
ast up train had started to run his engiae 
across to the engine house beyond. The engi- 
neer felt the jar as hestruck the quartet and 
returned to the spot as soon as possible. The 
two men were dead, but Mary Granger, with 
both legs cut off above the knees and her lett 
arm severed at the elbow, was alive and con- 
scious.

She was even then perfectly clearin her mind, 
and told the story of the accident. She said: 
‘‘We did not see the engine backing upon us 
until it had struck the end of the bridge. 
Carney was about in the center, and Mr. Nor- 
ton and I justahead of him, while Bridget 
was a few feet ahead of us. When we heard 
the engine we ran as fast as we could. I 
heard Carney scream, and knew he had gone 
under the wheels. Ben had in the 
meanwhile got bebind me, and 
was pushing me _ along on the 
narrow plank walk asfastas hecould, An- 
other moment and his hand fellaway from 
me, and I knew that he,too, had been crushed. 
By this time I was within a footof the end of 
the bridge, but just asl went tojump from 
between the rails the engine wheels caught 
my dress, and I felt anumbnessin my legs 
andarm. I did not know that I had been so 
badly hurt.” —— 
The young woman lingered in agony for 
about ten mmutes and thenexpired. No at- 
tempt at surgery was made as it was known 
that it"would’only haste her death. Norton 
and Mary Granger were engaged to be mara 
ried.

GERONIMO ROUTED, 


Captain Davis Strikes Him a Hard Blow — 
Several Killed, 

San Fraxciaco, August 15.—A special from 
Fort Bowie says that Captain Davis, of the 
Fourth cavalry, reports that Lieutenant Day 
struck Geronimo’s camp northeast of Natako- 
vi,on August 7th, killed three bucks, a 
squaw and Geropimo’s son, thirteen years old. 
He captured fifteen women and children, 
among them being three of Geronimo’s wives 
and five of his children. Geronimo was 
wounded. Besides the chief himself, only 
two bucks and one squaw escaped. LEvery- 
thipg in camp was captured. July 2%th 
Lieutenant Davis ambushed a party of four 
Chirreahuas and killed two of them, and cap- 
tured all their horses and supplies. A few 
weeks agoa Piute Indian was killed by a 
member of the Washoe tribe. At the time it 
was believed the affair would certainly lead 
to war between the tribes. The matter, how- 
ever was amicably arranged. 


A FIVE HOUR BATTLE. 


Powder Exhausted and a Bayonet Charge 
rdere dd. 

Lima, August 18.—On the 15th inst. the 
government troops occupying Canta, consist- 
ing of 350 infantry and 150 cavalry, were 
surprised by the rebel forces, numberiag from 
1,800 to 2,000 men, and said to be under com- 
mand of General Caceres or Colonel Morales 
Bermerdez. The battle lasted five 
hours. When the government troops had 
exhausted their ammunition and their 
mitrailleuse had been disabled, a bayonet 
charge was ordered, but without success, and 
they retreated in confusion.

“The jurisdiction of the court,’’ said Judge 
Harris, ‘‘is the same as that of the superior court, 
with certain exceptions, A}! criminal cases,except 
those involving felonies and capital offenses, may 
be tried in the city court, and all civil cases, ex- 
cept those over which the superior court has 
exclusive jurisdiction under the constitution. 
Two other classes of civil cases cannot be tried in 
the city court. They are divorce cases and equity 
causes. Thecourt is also debarred from trying 
cases involving titles to land.”’ 

‘When will the court be organized?’ 

*Witbin the next ten days. The sheriff of the 
county, the clerk of the superior court, aud the 
solicitor general of the Macon circuit will be, ex- 
officio, the leading vficers of the court, A bailiff 

will bave to be appointed, which will be done ina 
few days. It will also be necessary to prepare 
dockets, as the court is a court of record.”’ 

“Where will the sessions of the court be held?” 

"In the eounty courthouse. Iam not prepared 
to say what room will be used, but suppose the 
superior court room will be the one selected,” 

‘There seems to be an impression, judge, that 
you were not indorsed for the position which you 
bold, by the Macon bar.’’ 

“Yes, I know that there is such an impression, 
but it is erroneous. I was indorsed in writing by 
twenty-one members of the Macon bar, including 
Attorney General Clifford Anderson and Judge 
Fam Hall, of the supreme court. Besides these, 
Solicitor General Hardeman, the clerk of the 
superior court, the sheriff, and every one of the 
county commissioners indorsed me, These in- 
dorsements were notsimply to the effect that I 
was qualified to be judge of the city court, but, 
without exception, they asked for my appoiat- 
ment. It is a fact, too, that Senator Cabaniss 
indorsed me and asked for my appointment.”’ 

‘How ebout the citizens of Macon, were theyin 
your fayori’’ 

“I believe they were. A petition requesting the 
governor to appoint me was started, headed by 
Mr. 8. T. Coleman. I thought the petition un- 
necessary, and by my requestit was stopped. It 
is my purpose to discharge my duties fairly and 
] trust the people will have no causetobe dis 
patisfied with me.’’ 

The new court has long been a necessity in Ma- 
cop, and since any citizen of the county may sue 
or be sued in it, it will be of great service in re- 
lieving the superior court of the press of business 

with which it is now encumbered.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


TYWVO NEGROES HORRIBLY MUTIL- 
ATED BY A BURSTED BOILER. 
_———————— 

Run Over and Killed by a Train-—Accident to 4 
School Boy—-an Bxciting Scene-A Horse 
Thief Becapes—4 Wild Ost—Deaths ia 
Georgia- Other News Notes. 


ATHENS, Ga., August 15.—[{Special.]—This morn- 
ing, Mr. M. B. MeGinty’s plantation, lately pur- 
chased from Mr. Patman, and known as the Pat- 
man place, was the scene of one of the most terri- 
ble explosions that ever occurred in this part of 
the country. Mr. McGinty was jast getting his 
sawmill in working order, and two negroes named 
Tom Richerson and Phil Barnett, were at the 
engine trying to get the pumps to work, and only 
had on about eighty one pounds of steam, 
when the boiler blew up. One of the 
negroes WAR blown all to _—c pieces, 
half of his head gone, both legs off and otherwise 
badly mangled. The other had not been found 
when the note was sent after the coffins. It was 
certain that he wasat the mii], and his hat had 
been found, but it issupposed that his body may 
be lodged in some of the trees around the mill. 
Mr. Wood, the manager, sent in a note for two 
coffins, and says it was miraculous escape for 
others at the mill. Mr. McGinty sent eut the 
coffins for the unfortunate victims, There will be 
an inquest held to investigate the engine and see 
if it was not defective, and hence the main cause 
of the catastrophe. 


RUN OVER AND KILLED, 


A Strange Case Which May Have Been 
Suicide or Oarelessness. 

ManRizTra, Ga., August 18,—({Special ]—This 
morning as the Marietta and North Georgia train 
was slowly backing into the depot track,a man 
by the name of Jesse Quarles stepped on the track 
not more than six feet from the approaching 
train. J. W. Powers, brakeman, and a nephew of 
Quarles’ who were standing upon the platform, 
yelled at him and applied brakes and rung the 
bell, but still the man paid no heed to this, and 
then they attempted to push him from the track 
but they did not succeed, and the rear p’atform 
struck him, knocking him down,when the wheels 
of one coach passed over him, killing him in- 
stantly and crushing him almost beyond recog- 
nition.

Quarles had at onetime been employed by the 
Marietta and No: th Georgia railroad, and perhaps 
this familiarity with trains made him careless, 
or, as stated by some that he was partially deaf, 
perbaps he did not her the train asit backed up- 
on ae He leaves a wife to grieve over his sad 
death. 

The corroner’s verdict was that he came to his 
death from his own intention or carelessness and 
entirely exonerates the railroad from any biame,

A PRETTY TOWN. 


the Oounty Site of Olay, 
Written Up. 

Fort GAINES, Ga., August 18—(|Specia!.]—Fort 
Gaines, the county seat of Clay, isa town of rare 
loveliness and beauty. It is situated on the west- 
ern edge of the county, on the Chattahoochee 
riyer, directly opposite Henry county, Ala. Travy- 
elers who come here unite in saying that it is one 
of the prettiest towns in Georgia, if not in the 
south. One never visits it but to fall in love with 
it. Itis situated on a high bluff, forming a sharp 
declivity hundreds of feet high, from the top oi 
which views of surpassing grandeur and attract- 
iveness can be had, both near at hand and in the 
distance. At the bluff, near the river warehouse 
stands Adams’s bridge, a colossal and imposing 
structure. A stairway, two hundred feet long, 
reaches from the bottom tothe top of the bluif. 
The scene presented to passengers on the 
boats while nearing the landing at 
this point is romanticand grand. The principal 
part of the town is built on a level plateau near 
the river, but back of this stately hills rise, and 
com pass the town around, minding one ot a Swiss 
town.

THE MOODY TRIAL, 


Some Interesting Figures Showing the Cost 
ofa Trial, 
From the Fairburn, Ga., News. 

The Moody trial cost the county, directly 
and indirectly, a considerable amount of 
money. The actual cost of jurymen, regular 
panel and talesmen, was $160 per day, besides 
sheriff, bailiffs, etc., which wouid run it to 
about $200 per day. The courthouse was 
densely packed from the beginning to 
the end of the trial. The 
capacity of the house is about 400. Say 250 
of these were there unnecessarily, and could 
have been at home gathering hay or engaged 
in other useful employment. Their services 
in this way would be worth two dollars per 
ry at home, which would be $500 per day. 
Add this to the actual oxpengee and we have 
$700 per day or $3,150 for the tour 
and a half deys. That those who were

That they 
could have done so need not be argued, when 
hay is worth $1 per hundred pounds, and an 
over-abundance of the best kind on every 
farm in the pombe The neglect to save this 
hay is what our thrifty yankee brother would 
call thriftlessness, and what a foreigner would 
call absolute waste.

There will be no further extension of the 

ime for paying the overdue taxes, but, as 
we understand the matter, the whisky men 
will not be hurt. The Courier Journal says 
the decision has been anticipated and dis- 
cotnted, and in the face of it ‘‘the bourbon 
whisky market has developed an increase both 
of strength and activity.’

A DEMAND FOR SILVER, 


It is pleasant to learn that there is proba- 
bly not as serious objection to the silver dol- 
Jar in New York as the Wall street organs 
would have the public believe. The govern- 
ment bas stopped printing one and two dol- 
Jar bills, and, as a consequence, the supply 
ofthese is constantly diminishing. Their 
place must necessarily be taken by silver. 

Last week the demand for silver dollars 
was unusually large at the sub-treasury in 
New York city.

Regarding tne 
relative degrees of hardness, shelbark hickory 
stands highest, and, calling that 100, White oak is 
84; white ash, 77; dogw , 75; scrub eak, 73; 
white hszel, 72; apple, 70; red oak, 69; beecn, 65; 
black walnut, 65; yellow oak, 60; white elm, 58; 
hard maple, 56; wild cedar, 55; yellow pine, 51. 
Ironwood, hornbeam, almond, hard beech, teat 
and thorn are of notable hardness, and, of course, 
very serviceable where that quality is essential.

Subscriber, Orlando, Florida: Please name the 
largest library in the world, the longest tunnel, 
the largest theater, the longest suspension bridge, 
the lergest university. 


The largest library is the Bibliotheque National 
in Paris, founded by Louis XIV. It contains 
1,400,000 yolumes, 300,000 pamphlets, 175,000 man- 
uscripts, 300,000 maps and charts, 150,000 coins 
and medals. The collection of engravings ex- 
ceeds 1,300,000, contained in 10,000 
volumes, The portrais number about 
100,000, The building which gqcn- 
tains these treasures is situated on the Rue Riche- 
lieu. Itslength is 450 feet, its breadth 120 feet. 
The longest tunnei in the world is that of the S¢é. 
Gotbard, on the line of railroad between Lucerne 
and Milan. Thesummit of the tunnel is 900 feet 
below the surface at Andermatt, and 6,600 feet be- 
neath the peak of Kastelhorn of the 8t. Gothard 
group. The tunnel is 26*< feet wide, and is 18 feet

Fabrics as Soft as Swansdown ard Tints

Felt, velvet and tinsel embroideries are the 
leading featu' es of the earliest autumn millinery, 
while the novelty that is seen in all kihds of ma- 


terials for the milliner’s use is the combination 
of wool with silk goods. This last followed 
naturally on the suecess of uniting cotton 
and wool with better goods, asin the canvas 
fabrics worn during the summer, and is 
the legitimate result of using wool in sum. 
mer aces. Illustrations of this are shown in rib- 
bons with astripe of wool, a stripe of plush anda 
satin or faille stripe; or else open wool stripes 
like the Angora laces, in colors, have a gilt thread 
wrought through them, and are between velvet 
stri in bonnet ribbons, while ‘piece goods’’ for 
making the bonnet have a wool foundation-like 
cloth, or they are in lace patterns, with embroide- 
ry in tinsel threads all over the surface.

In 
addition to this there is an tnusually fiae corn 
crop in the southern states; the Louisiana sugar 


crop promises well, and ricecrops in Louisiana 
and South Carolina are in the same encouragiog 
condition. In short, while the north and west 
bave suffered a diminution of 150,000,000 to 2u0,- 
000,000 bushels in their great staple, wheat, all the 
southern staples show a larger y eld than usual. 

The southern states then will be inan excap- 
tionally favorable condition—and the times will 
be peculiarly advantageous for inaugurating a 
movement for extricating their planters from the 
ruinous old habit of raising mortgaged crops. If 
& statement could be made, showing how mach 
of this year’s cotton crop of 7,500,000 bales is mort- 
gaged to commission merchauts and money-leud: 
ers, it would bea very discouraging and humiliat- 
ing exhibit—ior it would show that not mvre 
than one hali the proceeds of the crop will ever 
resch the pockets of the farmers who raise it. The 
other balf was expended long ago. 

Tbe south will vever be really independent till 
itshall raise an unmortgagea cotton crop belong- 
ing wholly tothe plantersand farmers who pro- 
duce it—andifit be necessary for the southern 
farmers to live one yearina state of semisstarva 
tion in order to accomplish this, the cost would 
stillbecheap.

THE NEGLECTBED SILVER DOLLAR. 


Complaints of Treasury Discriminations 
Againat it. 
Sart Laxe Crry, Utah, August 18.—The 
Tribune of this city says: “The bankers aud 
mining men here complain of the last order 
of the rtacrpgy A re ting the distribution 
of standard dollars. Heretofore any man 
could get silver dollars delivered to any point 
without freight charge by applying to any 
mint in the United States. By this last erder 
all that is changed. Ifthe bank here wants 
$1,000 or $10,000 silver dollars, and sends to 
San Francisco for them, he has to deposit*the 
amount with which to purchase them with the 
assistant treasurer of the United States de- 
ository, upon which certificate of deposit is 
issued, which must be forwarded to the treas- 
urer of the United States, who will, on its ar- 
rival, order the dollars to be torwarded from 
any point he may elect, at current retes. The 
interest here on $1,000 is worth 
3345 cents a day, and because 
of the length of time now required to get the 
money here, through these roundabout chan- 
nels, a man who needs money finds it cheaper 
to pay express chargesand receive it at once, 
The discrimination is madeclear by the fact 
that this only applies to standard dollars. <A 
person can get all the subsidiary coin he may 
please to oraer direct from the mint. The re- 
sult is quite an annoyance to the bankers and 
business men.”’

A MOONSHINER KING 


BROUGHT TO ATLANTA TO P=) 
TRIED, 


Ayres Jones, the Man who was Acoused of Killing 
Lieutenant MoIntyre, ¢ gain in Trouble—Oap. 
tured on the Alabama Line by, Deputies 
Murphy, Kelly and Gerrison. 


The history of Georgia mountains has hard - 


ly hed a more famous character than Ayres 
Jones. 


Lieutenant McIntyre, of the United States 
army, was killed at the head of his 
company when assisting United States 
deputy marshals to make a raid in 
Gilmer county in the spring of 1878. 
There was a mystery about the killing of 
McIntyre which has never been cleared up, 
but it was thought at the time that Ayres 
Jones and his brother were the parties guilty 
of his death. Efforts were made in vain for 


several months to capture them and bri 
them totrial. They lived in the widlach an 
most thinly populated portion of the state, and 
knowing its mountein paths as well as the 
deer and bear that roamed them, they eluded 
and defied all attempte to avert theae 

About a year after McIntyre was killed 
the Jones brothers were captured by a 
bold plot ee and executed by Deputy 
Marshal J. B. Gaston and two assistants, 
When brought to Atjanta they looked more 

LIKE WILD MEN 

than dwellers in a civilized community. 
Their long, wiry, black heir fell ever 
their shoulders and thickly covered their 
faces. They were giants in form and their 
eyes had a ferocious but furtive glance which 
betray«d their fiery nature. They were tried 
before the United States district court and 
were acquitted, as sg nae evidence could be 
obtained to connect them with the McIntyre 
murder. On being released in Atlanta, the 
Joneses returned to Gilmer county. They did 
not settle in the old places. The glimpse they 
hed gotten of the civilized world upset their 
former habits. Before they had 
tured the had 
comotive and knew nothing of the ways of the 
world. Theirexperience in Atlanta tamed 
their wildness and made them more refined 
in their methods. From mountain deperadoes 
they were converted into wily moonshiners, 
depending on cunning more than on reckless 


daring. 
It was not long before Ayres Jones 
end his brother were heard of 


again, not in connection with homicide, 
but as craity and successful evaders of the 
revenue detectives who sought out the dens 
of the mountain moonshiner. War- 
rant after warrant was procured 
for them but they could never be found. Re- 
ports of them came from all parts of the moun- 
tains of north Georgia, but they fled from 
place to place, plying with remarkable success 
their crooked art. Not long ago Ayres 
Jones wes heard of in Chattooga county. 
Mershal Nelms sent Deputies E.C. Murphy, 
Williem Killy, and H.C. Garrison to capture 
him if possible. They left Atlanta about. a 
week agoon this mission. As they reached 
the region where Jones had recently been 
operating they found that he and his gang had 
spread 

A GENERAL TERROR ¢ 
among the people. They would give no in- 
formation which would assist the officers in 
their search. One man even refused to hire a 
horse and buggy to them because he said he 
could not run the risk of abetting “the 
revenue tellers.” The deputies went ahead 
as best they could, and last Friday atternoon 
got close on to Jones. That night they came 
upon him and several! of his gang right on the 
line of Chattooga county, Georgia, and De- 
Kalb county, Alabama, Deputy Murph 
Jones and shoo 
bands with him. In a moment the hand- 
cuffs were about the moonshiner’s wrists and 
he was safely in the hands ot the officers. He 


did not struggle, but sullenly resigned him- 
eelf to his tate. Daniel Youn and 
aman named Gilreath were captured with 


bim. 

The three were brought te Rome, where they 
were taken befere United States Commissioner 
J. W. Beck on warrants charging them with 
illicit distilling and blockading. The evidence 
was sufficient to cause the commissioner to 
order the prisoners to Fulton county jail, there 
to be kept until the next term of the United 
States district court. 

They were brought down to Atlanta yester- 
day and are now in jail. 

Ayres Jones has changed considerably 
since he was here six years ago charged with 
the murder of McIntyre. Hoe has cut off his 


lopg hair and wears his beard shorter. Still 
he is a hard looking customer. 
it is thought that his brother is 


in the same region where he was captured. 
He is by no means so famous as Ayres and 
has been leading a comparatively quiet life for 
several years past. 

Ayres Jones talks little and is sullenly 
awaiting his trial. His companions are not 
such dangerous looking fellows as he, but no 
one of the trio is an attractive specimen of 
bumapnity. age 


AGAINST PROHIBITION. 


Speech of Colene) 8. D, Irvin at the Opera 
House Last Night. 
It was announced atthe close of the session 


of the house of representatives yesterday that 
a speech against the pending local 
option bill would be meade last night 


at the opera house by Colonel 
S. D. Irvin, of this city. No previous notice 
of the speech had been made in public and 
this fact may have accounted for the small 
crowd which responded to the announcement. 
About one hundred persons were present at 
the opera house Jast night. Colonel Irvin 
entered the hal) at a quarter pasteight o’clock, 
aud went upon the stage alone. He announc- 
ed that he had been requested to speak by a 
large number ot members of the legislature, 
and that he was surprised to see such 
a emall audience. He said he 
was to have been introduced by a member of 
the senate, but that the gentleman who had 
engsged to perform this service had been call- 
ed away from the oy and he would have to 
introduce himself. He began by saying that 
he had passed the sixty-second mile post in life 
and that he felt very little personal interest 
in the effect of any political movement that 
might now be set on foot, but he had children 
and grand-children who were to live after 
him and he wanted to see such legislation and 
such an sdministration of the laws 
as would conserve the best interests of the 
state and best protect the rights and liberties 
of its citizens. 

Colonel Irvin then wentintoa long argu 
ment egainst the proposed legislation to 
restrict the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
He said such legislation was an 
infringement of the rights of the citizens and 
was eontrary to the spirit of our institutions. 
He noticed the temperance speech made by 


Rey. Sam Jones a few weeks at 
the opera house, and replied 
to several of the propositions therein 


enunciated. He decl that the authors of 
the constitution of 1878 intended to make 
local option unconstitutional and quoted from 
the debates in the convention to sustain that 
roposition.

A BLIND CHORUS. 


Of Eeven North Oarolina Negroes—A1 Bo- 
markabie Family. 


For several days past there has been a re- 
markable family of negroes in Atlanta. Thefr 
pame is Williamson and they came trom Wil- 
son county, North Carolina. There are three 
brothers and four sisters, all of whom have 
been totally blind trom their” birth. 
They are the children of black parents who 
were slaves and ordinary field hands. Unto 
them were born fourteen children, seven of 
whom had sight while seven were blind. The 
blind children were not only hardier and 
healthier, but their mental endow- 
ments are =: superior to those of 
their brothers and sisters who could see. 
‘They went to Raleigh to the state blind 
asylum and were there well educated. Every 
one of them developed a remarkable talent 
for music, and on leaving the asylum 
organized themselves into a concert 
none pe Fm mgs to travel through the 
south. e oldest brother married a smart 
negro woman, who acts as guide and business 
manager of the party. They have been all 
over the south, giving entertainments, which 
have paid them handsomely. They sing and 
pley on various instruments with remarkable 
skill. Allof them have good voices, which 
have been well trained.

These are 
two of their many tricks: They are constantly 
adding to their repertoire and perfecting them- 
selves more and more in their curious arts. 
They have educated the sense of touch toa 
very remarkable degree, By feeling of a per- 
son’s face and heed, they can give an accurate 
description of his or her appearance; 
and one of the sisters claims that she can tell 
the color of the hair by touching it. 

The seven will stand with joined hands and 
any object can be placed in the hands of the 
oldest brother at the end of the line; while he 
bolds it he claims that the magnetic current 
which passes through the entire line will ena- 
bie any one of his brothers a’ d sisters to tell 
what he has in his hand. A‘ any rate, some 
remarkable guesses ot this kind are made. 

The blind negroes have given a series ot 
entertainments in various negro churches in 
the city and have created a great sensation 
emong the colored population. It is said that 
—_ take good care of their aged parents, who 
still reside on the old homestead in North 
Carolina, in the same cabin where they 
lived as slaves, and where their fourteen 
children were born. The blind singers have 
bought the place and presented it to their 
parents. The brothers and the wife of the 
eldest manage the financial affairs of the 
combination so successfully that they have 
accumulated a snug property. The oldest 
brother is about twenty-eight and the young- 
est sister about sixteen years old. Various 
efforts have been made by professional man- 
agers to secure the control of this remarkable 
family, but e 4 prefer to take care of their 
own affairs. They are all intelligent and re- 
markably well posted on matters in general.

They tried the vagrant law 
on the old man, and he was sent to the chain- 
geng, but he was no account there, and was 
permitted to make his escape. Again he was 
arrested es a vagrant, but the court and chain- 
gang entered into a combination, and the old 
man was allowed to show that he was nota 
vag. Then some members of the force became 
convinced that old Limerick was crazy. Ac- 
cordingly the old man was arrested as a 
lunatic and when Ordinary Calhoun got hold 
of him he quickly pronounced him insane 
and the old man was senttothe asylum at 
Milledgeville. The night he left 
the police force, thinkin that 
they would never be bothered with him again, 
held a jollification meeting. But old Lim- 
erick managed to escape from the asylum after 
he bad grown tat, and came back to Atlanta. 
This was about a yearago. Since then he has 
had his own way. Soon after returning 
to Atlanta he managed to make 
a mash on Recorder Anderson, thereby secur- 
ing immunity from the stockade. When the 
policemen found that the recorder would not 
give the old man a chance to run the rock 
crusher they began to avoid him. When the 
old man was outon a bum they would walk 
around a block to get out of his way. But all 
thia time they were laying for him, and yes- 
terday Patrolman Abbott run him in. 

Atabout noon old Limmerick entered the 
Kimball house and walked through the ro- 
tunda. As he hobbled along his eyes fell 
upon a gold headed stick resting against one 
of the seats. He quickly picked it up, and 
walking inte the saloon expressed a desire 
to trade it for a drink. Just then the 
gentleman to whom the stick belonged ap- 
peared and claimed it. Old Limerick refused 
to give it up, and Patrolman Abbott was called 
in. Heescorted him to police headquarters 
and booked for larceny. The case will be 
pushed against him, and if he issentup the 
force will give Patrolman Abbott a gold 
medal. 

Old Limerick has been arrested time and 
time again but was never known to steal be- 
fore.
